Yip shows a method, and associated apparatus, of generating defect error log for 
a disk drive (para. 8), comprising steps of identifying defective sector addresses 
wherein at least two defective sectors are adjacent (Table 1, Figures 2-6), converting 
the sector addresses of adjacent defective sectors into single defect error entry (para. 
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25), storing in defect error log (para. 19), converting standalone defective sector (Fig. 
5), padding (para. 34), and defect error entry includes length and beginning address in 
radial and circumferential directions (para. 22-32,42).
